COLONIAL  COINS 


While  a complete  type  set  of  Colonial  Coins  is  virtually  impossible  to 
assemble,  the  following  fifty  coins  are  most  representative  of  this  impor- 
tant period  in  American  history.  This  small  but  important  collection 
incorporates  colonial  as  well  as  state  coinages,  Washington  items,  and 
other  tokens.  What  is  most  unusual  are  the  many  rarities  included,  as  well 
as  the  excellent  overall  state  of  preservation.  The  pieces  described  below 
speak  for  themselves,  attesting  to  the  significance  of  this  offering  for  the 
collector  of  Early  American  coins. 


Sommer  Islands

1 (1616)  Sommer  Islands  Sixpence.  Small  portholes.  An  excellent  speci-

2 (1652)  New  England  Shilling.  Noe  3-A.  Not  only  is  this  coin  as  a type 

very  rare,  this  specimen  is  the  second  rarest  variety.  When  Mr.  Noe 
published  his  Monograph  in  1943,  he  knew  of  only  one  specimen  which 
was  at  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society.  In  1966  another  speci- 
men turned  up  in  the  Stearns  Collection.  A third  specimen,  the  Essex 
Institute  coin,  was  in  our  February  1975  sale.  A fourth  specimen  (this 
coin)  was  in  a Pine  Tree  sale. 

The  reverse  has  several  fine  scratches  which  are  neatly  hidden  by 
the  toning.  The  tops  of  NE  are  well  struck  and  the  diagnostic  die 
break  from  the  lowest  horizontal  strike  of  the  E to  the  bottom  curve  of 
N is  sharp  and  clear.  The  reverse  punch  is  very  strong  and  complete, 
showing  the  full  XII,  with  the  latest  progression  of  the  die  flaw  at  the 
left  top  of  X.  In  addition,  the  two  fine  lines  from  the  first  I to  the 
border  of  the  punch  are  very  sharp  as  is  the  tiny  dot  above  the  II.  An 
extraordinary  coin  for  the  “type”  collector  as  well  as  the  die  variety 
specialist.

The  edge  is  wholly  different  from 
any  edge  we’ve  ever  seen.  Each  letter  is  heavily  bifurcated  and  the 
entire  edge  device  is  on  a Brilliant  Proof  background.  We  have 
compared  this  coin  with  all  of  the  coins  in  the  “Original  St.  Gaudens” 
Set  which  was  first  discovered  by  Stack’s  in  1956.  That  Set  contains 
the  Ultra  High  Relief  with  Lettered  edge,  the  unique  Ultra  High 
Relief  with  Plain  edge,  the  Proofs  of  the  Wire  and  Flat  edge  Roman 
Numerals,  and  the  unique  1907  Arabic  Large  Letter  edge.  This  new 
edge  matches  none  of  the  aforementioned  pieces.  The  cataloguer  also 
checked  the  edges  of  many  of  the  Lettered  Edge  Patterns  of  other 
coins  hoping  to  find  similar  letters,  but  to  no  avail. 

Walter  Breen  in  his  book  on  Proofs  lists  the  known  specimens  but 
unfortunately  he  saw  only  the  Large  Letter  edge  variety.  Neither  the 
specimens  in  the  B.  Max  Mehl  sale  of  the  Kern  Collection,  or  in  the 
Kosoff  1958  A.N.A.  sale  were  illustrated,  nor  were  their  edges 
discussed. 

The  specimen  here  is  a “Discovery  Coin”  because  it  came  to  us  with 
this  consignment  in  an  envelope  bearing  the  following  comment: 
“1907  Wire  Edge  Double  Eagle.  Unc.  Condition.  Paid  $46.  from  Ira  S.
